The entire fund was spent on g en er­ 
al publicity, the witness testified. 
A total of $113,109 has been raised 
for the campaig n of Senator Harding, 
Republican of Ohio, and $107,704 spent 
the committee w as told by Harry L. 
Daug herty, representing the senator 
The committee then inquired into 
the campaig n for \V. G. McAdoo call­ 
ing I)r. Ruriss J enkins, publisher of 
the Kansas City Post. 
“ Newspaper reports say you have 
been selected to nominate Mr. McAdoo 
in the convention” 
said 
Chairman 
Kenyon. 
‘‘W ho has asked you to do that? ” 
‘‘Mr. J ouett Shouse, assistant secre­ 
tary of the treasury," 
Dr. 
J enkins 
said. 
"I conferred with him and se v­ 
eral othprs last night." 
Among those attending the confer­ 
ence, the witness said, were Daniel C. 
Roper, former collector 
of 
internal 
revenue, Commissioner Robert W ooiey 
of the interstate 
commerce com m is­ 
sion and Frank Wilson, former direct­ 
or of Liberty Loan publicity.
